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A TRIBUTE TO FREEMAN GOSDEN; by Cherles Folmes 


fnother link with the pest, with whet accuretely is celled the Golden Age of 
Radio, wes lost with the death of Freeman F. Gosden, 83. Gosden passed into 
eternal rest Dec, l0.. Even in his heydey, Mr. Gosden's neme wes not a household 
word, but the nemes of some of the chrracters he crested were. His brainchild, 
the AMCS IN ANDY comedy program, wes one of the most populer and longest—run- 
ning shows on radio, It first wes broaderst coest—to--coest (es the announcers 
used to say-with pride) in 1929, By the mid-1930s it had become a national insti~ 
tution. It wes on the eir then 5 nights a week. Stores, restaurants and bers 
turned their redios on et 7 p.m, to keep from losing customers, Movie theaters 
interrupted their showings and wheeled radios on stage so pstrons could cetch the 
letest episode. 

Gosden not only wrote the show but lso aterred es Amos. His partner Cherles 

Correll, who Gied 10 yoams ago, played the role of Anay,. Formal y, they were 
Amos Jones and Andrew H Brown, long-time friends end operators of the Fresh 
Ait Taxi Co, in Harlem. The program wes ¢ forerunner of whet now is celled sitcom 
but is alweys wes in a cless of its own..eFreeman Gosden peopled AMOS 'N ANDY 
with unforgettable cherecters and did the voices of severel himself, in eddition 
to the role of Amos. Thore wes George Stevens, otherwise known es the Kingfish, 
head of the Mystic Knights of the See locge end redis's original con men. There 
wes the slow-footed, slow-talking Irwyer, Algonacuin J Calhoun. There were Anos's 
vite, Raby end Medame Queen end ‘ndy's secretery, Miss Blues 

Thero were meny other equally enterteining cherecters who ceme end went with 
the passing of the yesrs ~ 31 years to be exacte The show went off the air in 1960 
uncdec pressure from the NAACP end other civil rights organizations which com 
thet tha Negro dialect Gosden end Correll (both white) used wes demeen~ 
ing eid cherged thet the show's format wes an insult to the Negro rece. 
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Tasse eliegations overlooked the fact thet contemporery radio programs featured 
chemactars vbo capitalized on Germen or Itelien accents or otherwise exploited 
etinie differences, Those allegations also overlooked the fact that Amos wes
